NEW PICTURE OF THE CZAR. 


Much astonishment has been ex- 
pressed of late by those who are too 
apt to forget the main facts even of 
| a history that under “ so 

benevolent a Prince as Alexander II.” 
the most fearful conspiracies should 
have become rife. This view of the 
situation shows a misconception of 
the whole system of government in 
Russia, and more especially of the 
character of the ruling autocrat, as it 
has been formed by his education and 
Treign. For the proper understan 
of what has occurred within the last 
twelve years or so, we must conse- 

uently go back for a moment to 

exander’s early training and ante- 
cedents. No despotic system can be 
judged without a knowledge of per- 
sonal facts relating to its bearer. A 
sketch of the character of Alexander 
IT. and of his strange acts of “ bene- 
volence” will make it clear to the 
commonest why his 
antagonists should at last have met 
him by wild deeds of conspiracy. 
Alexander’s arbitrary bias may be said

times the total population of the thirty millions in Britain and Ireland.

_ fixed, of course ironing day is its most immediate satellite. If, for the rest, 
the young housekeeper makes up her mind that one day shall never infringe 

_ upon the orbit of another, that beking day shall be a fixed feast, and sweeping 

day an immovable feast, that the ware and the closets shall now and for ever 

be cleaned upon their own day and no other, there will be a code established 
that will keep things mr ay as long as she lives and rules her home. Her 
work will roll off her hands, if she does it herself, with half the wear of body 
and soul that it usually takes ; and if she has servants, she may fall sick, she

AN EXHIBITION OF IGNORANCE AND BIGOTRY. 


Ir is a trite saying that, “Truth is stranger than fiction.” It appears to be 
frequently illustrated by circumstances that come under our own observation, 
in connection with the work of the Lord, in which we have the great honor 
to be engaged. As an instance, among others far too numerous to mention, 
of misinformation and bitter prejudice existing in relation to the Latter-day 
Saints, their institutions and condition, we will relate an incident that 
occurred quite recently, without giving publicity to the names of the parties. 
Mrs. L., of Salt Lake City, has an aged father and sister in England. 
Neither of the two latter are mémbers of the Church: This lady in Utah, 
being moved with sympathetic: affection for her relatives, forwarded means 
to this Office for their passage out. As-soon as the money reached here, Mr. 
S—— and his daughter, the parties for whose benefit and emigration it had 
been forwarded, were notified of the fact. They are evidently unsophisti- 
cated and “very likely” well-meaning persons. But, in the meantime, some 
probably hypocritically pious and not very sensible or truthful] persons had 
regaled them with stale romances about the “horrible and wicked ‘ Mor- 
mons.’” These ridiculous hobgoblin fabrications put these people in a 
terrible state of feeling. They wrote, or somebody else did, to their kindly, 
benevolent relative, Mrs. L——, asking if these things they had heard were 
true. Of course these simple and misled persors did not reflect on the fact 
that their very question was an aspersion upon the lady to whom it was put. 
Her kindly act: in sending the means for their emigration ought to have 
been sufficient evidence that Mrs. L——, ‘though living in Salt Lake City, 
| knew nothing about the horrible state of things, in the midst of which, accord- 
Ing to the absurd stories which were exciting her relatives in England, she — 
was residing. To think otherwise would be tantamount to accusing the 
_ good lady of inducing her father and sister, at considerable expense to her- 
self, to go to and dwell in the yaiciet of a hot-bed of iniquity, and what could 
be more absurd ? 
As the persons for whose benefit the money was sent mnie no movement 
_ toward taking advantage of the kindly act of their relative, Mrs. L—— wrote 
_ to us, requesting that, providing the parties did not emigrate, the money for 
their passage be returned to her. In consequence we addressed the following

: “ Dear Sir: We are in receipt of a letter from your daughter, 
Mrs. L——, who is desirous to know whether you intend going to Utah this 
season or not. Please let me hear from you at once, as, in the event of your 
having decided not to go, she wishes the money_returned to her. 

“Your kind and prompt attention to this matter will oblige,” etc. 


This straightforward and respectful business note was returned to this 
Office, and, on the portion of the sheet upon which there had been previously 
no writing, was the following, in a good hand, evidently penned by a person 
of some education : 


_ “Nothing less than villany, to try to seduce an old man and young maid 
(his daughter) to join your abominable traffic. ~ Mrs. L—— have her 
eyes opened to her. dreadful condition, and also the wife and grown u 
daughters, for it seems a day of retribution is near. Such Saintship, whic 
ministers to man’s lust and base omnes is of the devil, who was a liar from 
the beginning. St. John’s gospel, 8th chap., 44th verse. 


_ “ Repent of your evil deeds ere God’s judgment falls upon you and your 
city. See the Epistle of Jude, 7th verse. 
“God so loved the world that He gave His Only Begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth on Him, should not perish, but have everlastiny life.” 
Jolin 3rd, 16th. 


“ Show this to Mrs, S——’s family at Utah.” 

From the feeling of bitterness and general tone of this choice piece of im- 
pertinence, we are of the opinion, though we may possibly be mistaken, that 
it emanated from a sectarian minister. Another reason for this view is that 
the writing was anonymous, manifesting a cowardice worthy of an individual 
who would be guilty of addressing such unbecoming language to a person 
who is an entire stranger to him. From his frequent reference to Scripture, — 
he evidently is anxious to impress us with the idea that he is a Christian, but 
betrays his anti-Christian proclivities by plainly showing that he has not the 
instincts, to say nothing of the manners, of a gentleman. As if to be in keep- 
ing with the inflammatory character of the feelings of this meek and pious 
soul, the emanation from his vituperative pen is written in red ink. Perhaps 
in his gloating desire for what he calls “retribution” upon the heads of the 
Saints, his mind was fired with imaginative visions of blood. 

Our only object in noticing the twaddle of this person is to show the bitter, 
-unreasoning prejudice, and woful ignorance existing in regard to the Saints 
and the Gospel of Jesus Christ restored to the earth, by revelation from 
God. In regard to the “ villany” on our part, and the inducing of an old man 
and his daughter to “join our horrible traffic,” whatever that means, was ever 
anything more absurd? Our action in the premises was purely of a business 
character, on behalf of the parties interested, performed without the slightest 
remuneration on our part, and without acquaintance with the individuals 
immediately concerned. Doubtless Mrs. L——, who is evidently a very 
kindly lady, will be delighted with the fervent wish uttered by this anony- 
mous scribbler, as will the rest of the family, that their eyes may be opened 
to see things by which they are immediately surrounded. Indeed how very 
much blinded they must be, according to this meddlesome person not to be 
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able to see in their immediate presence what he can clearly behold at a dis- 
tance of over 6,000 miles. His eyes must be very good, or he who “wasa 
liar from the beginning,” and who gives ready aid to those who “look for 


offences,” must have supplied this willing tool with a pair of glasses of extra- 
‘ordinary power. 


About the “Saintship, which ministers to men’s lust and — passions,” 
we will quote a little from the Scriptures, to which the anonymous individual 
appears inclined to copiously refer. “ From the fulness of the heart the 
mouth speaketh.”

McDonald, Bills and Butterfield—Men of Utah: Dear Sirs: 

We desire you to get up and get away from our country, as we don’t be- 
lieve in the doctrines you teach. We believe that doctrine, if allowed to be 
taught, will be a curse and a slander to the country ; therefore we ask you 
civilly to get away. We will only give you a yeasonable. time to make a start. 
Judge that time for yourselves. The time shall only be a reasonable time. — 
We will also be judges. We mean business. Get away and don’t return ; for 
if you do it will not be well with you; for you are an adulterous set and 
none else. Therefore we will not warn youany more. If this is not com- 
plied with, your punishment shall be great. | 

Signed, J. S. THomson. 


To this the brethren replied that it was a free country, they did not recog- 
nize the right of mobs to drive them away and they intended remaining until 
they got ready to leave of their own choice. They further informed the mob- 
ocrats that they were going to hold a meeting the same afternoon and gave 
them an invitation to hear them preach, as the majority of them were not 
aware as to who and what they were persecuting, being misled by false teachers, 

. A Methodist, named Dickson, was going about among the people, inflaming 
their minds against the Saints. He and a Baptist minister were in the mob, 
and were supposed to be at the head of the persecutive movement.
